Fufees of Wood and others to 
be thrown itito this City, in which were Notes to 
inform the Inhabitants, that he would fire upon 
their Houfes, unlefs Contributions were agreed on 
with him ; and that for the Damage the City might 
receive, they might blame themfelves, or thofe who 
had rejected his Demand : But finding no Regard 
was had to his Menaces, he began to Day to put 
them in Execution, firing from his Cannon on the 
City, by which only one Perfon was kill’d in the 
Square of the Cathedsal. Upon this the Imperialifts 
have haften'd their Preparations for attacking the 
Caftle; and in Order thereto have work'd upon 4 
Batteries ; one at a Convent on the fide of the 
Gate of Vercelli; another on the fide towards Sr. 
Vincent ; the third at Sr. Protade ; and the fourth 
at the old Bridge. - This Morning Prince Eugene and 
Count Conigfeck view'd the firft of thofe Batteries. 
A. Lieutenant nam’d Carcano, being detach’d to 
Day by the Governour with 28 Soldiers, to view 
a Poft without the Caftle, deferted with his Detach- 
ment: He reports that Wine, Plefh, and ether Né- 
ceflaries begin to be wanted in the Caftle, and con- 
fequently that ic, cannot hold out long. We have 
receiv'd Advice, that the Citadel of Modena has 
at length furrendred ro the Imperialifts. 
se the Leiden Gazette, dated Feb. 25. 
Bologna, Feb. 8, The 5th Inftant the Duke of Mo- 
na went from hence with the Princes his Sons in 
oft-Chaifes ; ani his moft ferene Highnefs arriving 
at Modena that Evening, the French Officer who 
commanded in the Caftle immediately fenta Drum 
tohim ; to efferto furrender on the {ame Conditions 
thar were granted to the.

Inftant, with all Marks of Honour, to be conducted 
to Mantua. 

Letrers from Rovesedo of the 13th import, thar 
the French have fiez'd in Mantua all the Corn thar 
was in the Houfes of the Inhabitants ; leaving only 
2 Sacks for each Perfon, and carrying all the reft in- 
to their Magazines.
